Jazz In D. C.

• MANY A JAZZ fan ia baffled 
by the aparacneas of jazz radio 
programniing. 

One peraon aeema to have found 
a solution though. He ia WMAL'a 
Feiix Grant. For nearly five years. 
Grant haa conducted a week night 
show featuring only what he 
terms “ocnteiniiarary sounds. ” In 
fact, the show has provetl to be 
so great a success that’ WMAL 
has set jazz programming as strict 
station iKdiey. 

The road to the present show 
was long, and rocky. Grant came 
V> the area Just after World Was 
n and took a disc Jockeyi position 
with statian WWDC- emceeing 
the all night show. He then moved 
to WMAL and was gieen the op. 
portunity to have his own showi 
As orl^nolly planned, the pro- 
gram would feature after-dinner 
and popular music with no jazz. 
For the first few weeks, the show 
followed that pattern. Then Grant 
began to intermix jazz with the 
pops, the jazz format was set. 
There it has remained until the 
present. 

However, Grant is still not satis- 
fied with the present arrange- 
ment, He explains It this way: 

'TIm; music I play is a sort of 
happy medium — not too much pro- 
gre^ve and not too much tradi- 
tional. Mainly it consists of the 
big bands, such as Cuunt Basie 
and Ted Heath, and singers, like 
Frank Sinatra and Mel Torme. 

“But, if I wanted to, I could 
put the show off the air fn one 
week. All I would have to do 
would be to plgy a lot of the 
“way-out" variety — you know — | 
Thelonius Monk and John Ctd- 
trane. 

"But don’t get me wrong— I like 
It— but moet of the listeners

Concerned with the failures and 
failings in the American univer> 
sity today, and convinced that 
these stem from the Ineptitude, 
timidity and inadequacy of too 
many professors, Dr. Williams de* 
scribes, in soli^n censure and 
concern for America's youngsters, 
these seven types of the “bad 
professor." '

'This editorial is not so much to scold as to make sure the 
same thing does not happen this year. Here is a chance to get 
a little intellectual stimulation, on a higher plane than a pep 
rally or the All-U fcdlies, but stiU people do not take advantage 
of this opportunity. It is Irritatiii* to the HATCHETT to hear 
people continually say that George Washington does, not pro- 
vide enough culture in extra-curricular activities, when in 
reality the University has a wide selection of cultural events 
if the students would pay a little more attention to what is 
occurring on their home base. The varied program that the 
Colonial Series offers should interest all groups of people with 
any type of taste. The Troubadour’s concert, the various 
dramas, the pep rally for homecoming, the homecoming ball, 
the dance concert and the Colonial cWse plus other Interest- 
ing programs are all presented for the enjoyment of G. W. 
students, yet the very people for whom these programs are 
presented are conspicuously missing. 

If the student body desires to have other types of pro- 
grams featured, such as lectures, or any other presentation for 
that matter, then It is up to the individual to air his or her 
views before the Student Council and try to do something 
about it, instead of grumbling and avoiding the support of 
various other programs.

One Interesting sidenote to the 
show Is that each show features 
at least one classical selection by 
Mr, Byrd in addition to the jazz. 

Another of Grant's enterprises 
is the series of "Sunday Jazz Re- 
citals" given once a 'month in the 
main ballroom of the Sheraton- 
Park Hotel. At the last perform- 
ance, over 1800' persons crowded 
the room to hear the Modern Jazz 
Quartet, the Moae Allison Trio 
and the Charley Byrd Sextet. 

The next concert is October 25 
and headlines the George Shear- 
ing Quintet plus the 'big band of 
England's Ted Heath. 

For over twenty years the name 
Benny Goodman has been a house- 
hold word, not only to the jazz 
advocate but also to the world. 
Therefore it was fitting for Good- 
man to be invited to perform at 
the Brussels World's Fair in be- 
half of the United States. Two 
long-play albums were recorded 
by the Goodman band at the Fair, 
One, Columbia’s "Benny in Brus- 
sels," hu not been released. 

The other is out and it ia a gem 
Using part of Goodman’s tapes, 
the Westinghouse Corporation has 
put out a special record, "Benny 
Goodman Playa World Favorites 
in High Fidelity," and is avail- 
able only throu^ Westinghousa 
dealers.

I>et us, ther^ 
fore, pause for a moment and retell his ever-giorious, endlessly 
•tirhng saga. ' 


Cbristopher Columbus was bom in Genoa on August 25, U51. 
flfs father. Ralpl) T. Columbus, was in the three-minute auto 
wash game. His mother, Eleanor (Swifty) Columbus, was a 
sprinter. Chrisloplicr was an only child, except for his four 
brothers and eight sisters. With hit father busy all day at the 
auto wash and his mother constantly away at track meets, 
young Columbus was left pretty much to his own devices. 
However, iltc lud did not sulk or brood. He was an avid reader 
and spent all his waking hours immersed in a book. Unfor- 
tunately, there was only one book in Genoa at the time^ 
Care of the Horee by Aristotle— and after several years of reading 
Core of the Horec, Columbus grew restloss. when minor 
rc>achsd him that there was another book in Rarcelonh, off he 
ran as fast as his fat little legs would carry him. 

The rumor, alas, proved false. The only Iniok in Barcelona 
was Cuidar un CabaUo by Aristotle, whicli proved to be nothing 
aoore than a Spanish translation of Care of the Horn. 

Bitterly disappointed. Columbus began to dream of going to 
India wbm, according to legend, there were thousands of books. 
But the only way to go to India was on horseback, and after so 
■uny years of reading Care of the Hart, Columbus never wanted 
lo dap eyes on a horse again. Then a new thought struck him: 
perhaps it was possible to get to India by sea! 

Fued with his revolutionary new idea, Columbus raced to 
court of Ferdinand and Ittbella on his little fat 1^ (Co- 
lumbus was plagued with little fat legs all his life) and pleaded 
his case with such fervor that the rulers were persuaded.
